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Weather Summary 



Field Crops Report 



Montana experienced above normal temperatures for the 
week ending October 21 ^\ Temperatures were similar to 
the previous week with highs in the 60s to 70s and lows in 
the 20s and 30s. Great Falls and Fort Assinniboine 
shared the weekly high temperature of 72 degrees, and 
West Yellowstone had the low of 14 degrees. The state 
received moderate amounts of precipitation. Bozeman 
received 1.18 inches of moisture, the most for the week. 
Wisdom received 0.72 of an inch on October 19'\ 
breaking the previous daily precipitation record for that 
day of 0.55 of an inch set in 1 963. Topsoil moisture 
adequate and surplus is 57 percent, below last week's 58 
percent and last year's 79 percent, but above the five-year 
average of 46 percent. Subsoil moisture adequate and 
surplus, at 35 percent, is unchanged from last week, but 
below last year's 40 percent and above the five-year 
average of 25 percent. There were 5.9 days suitable for 
fieldwork compared to 5.4 days the previous week. 

The weather outlook for October 29'^ through November 
4"" is for below normal temperatures and above normal 
precipitation both east and west of the continental divide. 
Normal temperatures for this period in Montana are highs 
in the lower 40s to the lower 50s and lows in the upper 
teens to the lower 30s.

Seventy-six percent of winter wheat has 
emerged, more than last year's 55 percent and the five- 
year average of 69 percent. Safflower is almost all 
harvested. Farmers continue to harvest potatoes and 
sugar beets. Reports indicate sugar content of beets 
harvested is below average. Corn conditions remain 
better than last year.
